IN A TYPHOON. - 
Experiences of the “Prinz 
|. Sigismand.” 

Tho steamer “‘ Prinz Sigismund,” of the 
fleot of the Nord-Deutschor Lloyd, which 
returied to Sydncy yesterday from the 
Far East, via ‘tho islands of the German 
‘Archipelago, says the Sydney Morning 
Herald ‘of October 22,. had n -sonsational 
experience in one of tho disastrous typhoons 
which récontly passed over Hongkong. | 
When tho vessel sailed from Hongkong on 
September 27 the spproach ‘of heavy 
weather was indicated by tho state of the 
barometer ; but.tho ship's company was not 
propiited for tho terrific tempest-which had 
to be. faced. Early oh the morning.ot 
Septembor 28, whon'tho. ‘Prinz Sigis- 
mund” was in the vicinity of the Pratas 
Islands, boisterous conditions. commenced; 
and by'4 o'clock that afternoon the seas 
were rinning ‘mountains high, . Tho wind 


Tapidly sed in velocity, and great 
mas pit Oto vs at frequent 
intérvals, : Reet 

The steamer wes practically unmanage- 
able at 8 o'clock that night, and for 33 
hours fruitless. endeavours were made to 
turn the vestel’s head toges, Tho vessel, 
howevor, refused to answer her helm. A 
whirlwind of exceptional violence followed, 
and a peculinr haze formed over the ocean, 
eventually enveloping the steamer in total 
darkness. So.setiows did the: conditions’ 
become that the commander ortlered that 
all’ tho passengers should remain below. 
The “Prinz Sigismund " was broadside on. 
to the sea, and tho wind gained such force 
that everything of » portable character was 
carried overboard from-the decks. To 
inako'matters worse, the ice-room, in the 
"tween decks, weighing’ upwards of ‘a ton, 
broke awoy from its position, and with tho 
rolling and pitching of the veasel, wrought 
considerable damage below.
